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ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF CONSULTING 
PATHOLOGISTS GROUP. 


Provision OF PATHOLOGICAL SERVICES FOR THE 
Tae Annual Conference of the Consulting Pathologists 
Group of the British Medical Association took place at the 
House of the Association, Tavistock Square, on Saturday, 
March 2nd. Ordinarily this event would fall during the 
Annual Meeting of the Association in July, but it had been 
decided that the new date was more suitable, if only 
because it enabled any business transacted by the Con- 
ference to be submitted to the appropriate committees of 
the Association in time for presentation “to the Annual 
Representative Meeting. 

In the absence of Professor Walker Hall, Dr. W. FE. 
Carnecte Dickson was voted to the chair. 


Report on Work of Group Committee. 

Dr. J. G. Greenrietp, chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Group, gave a report on the ,work of the committee 
since the previous annual conference at Cardiff last July. The 
main business, he said, had been the consideration of the 
scheme for the provision of pathological services for insured 
persons, which would come up for discussion at a later stage 
of the present meeting. Following upon the resolution of the 
last Representative Meeting, which had for its object the 
protection of the consulting pathologist against unfair compe- 
tition of laboratories established by public health authorities,’ 
the committee was preparing, for the benefit of private practi- 
tioners making inquiries. fuli information as to the consulting 
pathologiéal services, apart from such public health laboratories, 
available throughout the country. The areas in which such 
facilities were available were shown on a map exhibited at the 
meeting. The committee had also decided that, if it was dis- 
closed that public health laboratories were not acting in con- 
formity with the resolution of the Representative Body just 
mentioned, the attention of the public health committees of local 
authorities should be drawn to the matter. Advice had been 
given by the committee on the revision of the tariff of fees 
charged for private work in the pathological department of a 
local hospital. The question of the terms and conditions of 
enployment of pathologists attached to hospitals was still under 
consideration by the committee. A representative of the com- 
mittee, Dr. A. F. Sladden, had been appointed to the sub- 


1 The resolution of the Representative Body on the recommendation 
of Council (Supplement, August 4th, 1928) was as follows: “ That the 
work of laboratories established by public health authorities should, in 
the opinion of the Representative Body, neither provide for pathological 
e‘aminations nor furnish reports on individual cases, except (1) in cases 
Which directly involve questions of public health, or (2) where provision 
8 made for such reports by statutory —. or (3) when the patient is 
stated by the practitioner to be unable to pay a fee; provided that in 
Parts of the country where facilities for pathological examinations and 
reports are not afforded either by private practitioners (pathologists) or 

the service of the local hospital, the local public health laboratory 
May properly. make examinations and furnish reports as these are 
required by practitioners for patients who are in a position to pay the 
professional fees.” 


committee of the Insurance Acts Committee charged with the 
task of considering the extension of benefits of a consultant or 
specialist character. 


Lahoratory Facilities under National Insurance. 

A memorandum on the pathological facilities for insured 
persons prepared by the committee was next considered. In this 
statement it was pointed out that, as a result of the National 
Health Insurance Act, 1928, it would no longer be possible 
for Insurance Committees to provide laboratory services, and 
consequently the facilities which had been in existence in the 
areas of some committees would cease as soon as the commit- 
ments entered into before the end of 1928 were discharged. 
The Group committee, being of opinion that the withholding 
of facilities for diagnosis from insured patients gravely 
hampered the efficiency of treatment under the Act, and recog- 
nizing the widespread demand among practitioners in general 
for the provision of such facilities for patients who were not 
in a position to pay ordinary fees, had devoted much con- 
sideration to the matter. 

The proposals as to the means whereby consulting patho- 
logical services should be made available for patients led to 
some discussion in the conference, and the memorandum was 
,amended at certain points. As finally approved the relevant 
clauses ran: 

**The Conference considers that consulting pathological services 
for patients referred to under this scheme should only be available 
through : 

**(a) A medically qualified consulting pathologist in charge 
of a laboratory attached to a hospital, whether voluntary, 
ors or Poor Law, and who is in close touch with clinical 
work. 

“(b) A pathologist in —~- of a private laboratory if 
equipped on an adequate scale (but excluding laboratories 
existing as part of a commercial firm). ‘The pathologist in 
charge of such a ore eee | must have had bona fide expe- 
rience as a pathologist to a hospital over a. period not less than 
two years, or be . ee of a diploma in tT issued 
~by an —— y_in this country, or have taken the M.D. 
degree in pathology of some university. 

**(c) Those public health laboratories allowed under Minute 
151 of the Annual Representative Mocting {the resolution 
quoted above], but definitely excluding other public health 
laboratories.”’ 

The memorandum went on to state the belief of the committee 
that medical practitioners desired facilities which would not 
only permit of them sending specimens through the post to a 
laboratory and receiving a report thereon, but would encourage 
them to consult personally with the pathologist upon questions 
which might arise in connexion with the specimens. While it 
was recognized that no money was available to put a national 
scheme into operation, the committee considered that a schedale 
of fees for pathological work should be agreed on by the Group 
in order that practitioners might be able beforehand to inform 
their patients of the charge for any particular service. 1t 
would be useful also to have had practical experiente of the 
working of the schedule’ if and when money was fotind fo 
provide pathological services for insured persons, and. possibly 
for their dependants. Accordingly a schedule of minimal fees 
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for some sixty different kinds of tests was appended, together 
with a statement of the factors of cost on a consideration of 
which the figures had been arrived at. The fees chargeable for 
any routine work were ascertained according to the time taken 
in the examination, for which purpose the averages obtained 
from twenty-five laboratories had been calculated. It was 
added that at these low levels: it would only be possible for a 
_ pathologist to earn a proper livelihood if he and his staff were 
occupied all their working time, which was the case with very 
few laboratories, and theretore it would be unfair and inad- 
visable to extend these low fees to all classes of the population. 
It was also made plain that the charges did not include any 
consultation or attendance which the pathologist was called 
upon undertake. 

The Conference approved the memorandum, and agreed that 
it should be submitted through the appropriate commitiee to 
the Representative Meeting and to the Annual Conference of 
Local Medical and Panel Committees; on receiving approval 
from those two bodies steps would be taken to bring to the 
notice of insurance practitioners throughout the country the 
scale of fees set out in the memorandum, together with a 
list of pathologists willing to do the work, and the laboratories 
to which they were attached. The Conference also resolved that 
it should be made clear in taking this action that the scale 
of fees was to be confined to insured persons and _ their 
dependants. The Group committee was further empowered to 
take the necessary steps to put the scheme into operation, to 
compile a list of medically qualified consulting pathologists 
in charge of suitable laboratories willing to undertake the work 
under the approved scale of fees, and to divide the country 
for this purpose into convenient areas—say, eight for the whole 
of Great Britain—on the understanding that it should be pev- 
missible for any laboratory to receive specimens from any avea, 
thus providing free choice of pathologist. 

The question of a scale of fees for consultation work, in- 
cluding provision for mileage where necessary, was referred for 
consideration to the committee, as also was a motion by Dr. 
8. C. Dyke, proposing that until such time as provision be 
made for payment from a central fund for pathological Iabora- 
tory facilities for insured persons, the fees for preparation of 
vaccines should not be included in a schedule of agreed charges 
upon the basis of laboratory costs, but sliould be subject to 
a special flat rate of two guineas.

Aw ordinary meeting of the Bombay Branch was held on January 
Slst at the pathological laboratory of the Grant Medical College; 
Dr. S. K. Encrneer, vice-president, was in the chair, and more 
than thirty members and ‘twenty guests were 
Row gave a lecture on cultures of malarial parasites. - - 

Dr. Row first outlined briefly the history of the technique 
employed in culturing malarial parasites, starting with the 
original method of Bass and John (1912), then his own simplified 
technique (1916), its later modification by Sinton (1921), and 
ending with his present simplification in 1998, where all that was 
needed was a small test tube containing the glucosed serum (Row) 
and a drop of defibrinated infected blood. The result was as good 
as that trom any other method, regarding the ———- and 
quality of the parasites grown. He then discussed the lessons 
lcarned from these cultures, illustrating his findings with lantern 
slides. These were summarized under the following heads: 
(1) Observations on the number of merozoites yielded during 
sporogony and depending on the nature of the parasites, the 
stage of the attack of the paroxysm, the reaction induced in the 
patient, and the biochemical properties of the serum. employed 
for the culture. (2) The fate of the parasite after full matura- 
tion and after the liberation of the merozoites as observed by the 
aetion of serum phagocytosis, and by both combined. (3) The 
effect produced by the parasites on the leucocytes and vice versa. 
There was a diminished production of the merozoites at successive 
paroxysms, until one merozoite gave rise to one parasite, which 
now took a new line in its-development resulting in gametogeny. 
The stages were demonstrated by lantern slides, and this was 
followed by a description of the action of the parasite on the 
leucocytes, resulting in their degeneration, disintegration, and 
lysis. A passing reference was made to the last phenomenon in 
respect of its contributing to haemolysis by a liberated enzyme and 
its possible bearing on the haemoglobinuria of blackwater fever. 
(4) A few clinical phenomena in malarial infections, with special 
reference to the low blood pressure, increased glucose bl con- 
tent, anaemia, and asthenia. (5) The evidence obtained with 
regard to specific antibody formation, including the failure of 
cultures under certain conditions, and the facts observed in the 
evolution of the crescent from the merozoites and the cultural 
reactions of the parasite when grown in different serums as com- 
pared with the result obtained in the serums of persons fully 
quininizéd. (6) An account of the preparation of a vaccine from 
the parasites and crescents. in the hght of the above; its applica- 
tion in a series of cases; and the proof of the action of the 
vaccine in greatly shortening the period during which these 
resisting forms of the parasites were found to persist in the 
carriers. 

Dr. W. Nuwan then discussed some clinical results of psycho- 
therapy. After defining terms and elementary -conceptions, he 
showed how suggestion played a prominent part in religion and 
medicine. He stated that psychotherapy could not cure organic 
disease such as cancer or tuberculosis, but it cured a large number 
of cases of hysteria, neurasthenia, the vomiting of pregnancy, 
drug idiosyncrasies, fixed ideas about the presence of certain 
diseases such as tuberculosis and appendicitis, and some cases 
of drug addiction.

A cLInicaL meeting of the Willesden Division was held on February 
20th at the Willesden General Hospital, at which an interesting 
‘paper on manipulations for some agi conditions was read by 
Me. W. M. Dickson. He said that the careful selection of cases for 
this form of treatment was all important. There were two main 
groups of painful stiff joints where, provided no infection were 
present, treatment by manipulation was indicated : first, following 
trauma, and secondly, due to postural or static defect. The 
majority of cases fell in the first group. The principal clinical sign 
was a limitation, generally more marked in one direction, of the 
normal range of movement. The z-ray film was usually negative. 
The outstanding pathological lesion present was the formation of 
more or less dense fibrous adhesions between the joint surfaces or 
in the tendon sheaths. Manipulations should be undertaken when 
radiant heat, massage, and active and passive movements had 
failed. Anaesthesia was necessary as a rule. The amount of force 
applied should be reasonable, and in this the manipulator was 
guided by experience. The object aimed at was full normal range 
of movement in the joint, After-treatment was most important. 
The full range of movement could only be retained by making the 
patient undertake full active movement of the joint as soon as he 
recovered from the anaesthetic, and by practising these fuil move- 
ments at frequent intervals. Most of these joints would not come 
to require a ge gwen were they adequately treated at the time 
of the receipt of the original trauma. Early voluntary movement, 
properly supervised, was the preventive treatment for these 
traumatic joint conditions. 

An interesting discussion followed the paper. On the motion of 
Dr. C. F. T. Scorr, seconded by Dr. Cuartes Auty, a hearty vote 
of thanks was unanimously accorded to Mr. Dickson for his very 
practical and informative paper.

. The Official Doctor. 

Sim,—A leading article in the Times, and Dr. Fremanty 
in a letter in the Times of March 5th, express a fear that 
the extinction of the part-time medical officer of healt, 
will widen the gap between the curative and _preventip 
branches of medicine, As a general practitioner, with 
jealous eye I have watched for many years the growth 
the public medical service, but in this case I do not shay 
that fear. I doubt whether this much-desired co-operatiq 
is brought about by one in twenty of the medical men jy 
general practice doing part of the work of the public healt) 
service—work which is not intimately connected with 
general medical practice, such as the inspection of ho 
sewage systems, ahattoirs, ete.; but I believe that it will lp 
brought about by the family doctor undertaking work tha 
his special experience and opportunities render hin 
peculiarly fitted for, such as attendance at the ante-natal, 
child welfare, and school clinics set up by the Ministry o 
Health. If they do this in collaboration with the medica 
officers they will appreciate still more the value and th 
need of the work that is being done by the public health 
service, and the public health service will appreciate the 
value of the general practitioner’s special knowledge and 
skill. 

The work of the part-time medical officer of health has 
heen done remarkably well, often under great. difficulties 
but every day more is being required of him: he needs now 
to be a specialist with special training; he often has ts 
act as consultant with the family doctor; and this his inde 
pendent position makes it easier for him to do. IE he is t 
excel his work must net be confined to too small an area, 
and in his work he must be quite independent of all 
inhibiting local intluences and prejudices. 

The mutual recognition of the essential interdependence 
of the two services is growing rapidly, chiefly through the 
influence of the British Medical Association and Sir George 
Newman, the Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry of 
Health, who never misses an opportunity of expressing his 
appreciation of the value and of the need of the family 
doctor in the national medical service.—I am, etc.,

General Practitioners and Public Health Appointments, 

Sir,—In a letter published in the Times of March Sth 
Dr. F. E. Fremantle, M.P., urged Parliament to re 
consider the decision of the Ministry of Health that general 
practitioners are in future to be debarrved from publie 
health <ppointments; this letter was strongly supported by 
the Times in a leading article. 

Dr. Fremantle assumed that the British Medical Asso 
ciation would oppose the Government policy, on the ground 
that the Association feared the encroachment of the State 
on private practice, but the Medical Secretary of the 
B.M.A,. (in the Times of March 6th) replied that, en the 
contrary, the B.M.A. supported the Government. But 
whether the general body of practitioners support. the 
B.M.A. in this policy is, of course, a different matter. 

Between the Government on one hand, and Dr. 
Fremantic and the Times on the other, the B.MLA. 8 
obviously in a position from which its influence, in whieh 
ever direction it is exercised, will probably have very far- 
reaching results. Before this question is finally decided 
one would Hike to feel sure that the statement of poliey 
quoted by Dr. Cox does represent the considered opinions 
of the members of the Association. This pelicy was adopted 
in 1911, and since those days there have been great changes 
in ihe conditions of general practice. 

Perhaps you will allow me to submit, very shortly, four 
reasons why the decision to abolish part-time public health 
work should be reconsidered, 

1. The State has encroached on private practice to the extest 
of causing very great financial anxiety. 

2. The public object very strongly to this transference of 
work from the family doctor to the publie health officer. 

3. Mach of the work done by public health officials could 
done just as well by general practitioners. 
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4, Much of this work could be done better by general practi- 
tioners, and, what is more important, they could do public 
heaith research work that no one else can do, for the simple 
reason that no one else has the family doctor’s knowledge of 
the home life of the people. ;

** The B.M.A. policy is not that ‘ general practitioners 
are in future to be debarred from public health appoint- 
nents,’ but mevely that it is desirable that the appoint- 
ment of chief administrative medical officer of health should 
be a full-time one. The B.M.A, policy, indeed, desires the 
encouragement of the use of private practitioners in the 
work of assistant medical officers. This policy has been 
repeatedly endorsed hy the Representative Body since 1911. 


The Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

Sm,—Never since I was, as a clinical clerk, warded in 
1892 for «2 mysterious catarrhal fever not yet diagnosed, 
have I encountered such a terrible number of cases of in- 
tractable cough as in the present influenza epidemic; yet, as 
a rural practitioner, forced by circumstances to do most of 
my own dispensing, I find myself in a strange predicament. 
Hitherto it has been my practice in such cases, if adults, 
to add to any appropriate influenza mixture a suitable 
dose of heroin in some convenient form. , 

Now, under the new Dangerous Drugs Acts Regulations, 
I am allowed to add to the ordinary tablespconful dose 
liq. morph. acet. up to no less thanone drachm, liq. morph. 
hyd. up to 52 minims, tr. opii up to 44 minims, and codeina 
or dionin up to any quantity, even in addition to any 


of the foregoing, but if I add to the whole bottle, which | 
contains no other sedative, a minute fraction of a grain | 


of heroin, a drug generally allowed to be not only the most 
suitable for the particular purpcse, but far less likely than 
morphine or opium to induce habit, I find myself so 
hedged with restrictions as to prohibit eptirely the dispens- 
ing of the remedy in these times of heavy pressure of work 
when it is most required. 

I have made efforts to discover what steps were taken 
by our Association to prevent this outrage, but all that 
I can elicit is that there was an attempt to secure, what 
has never been allowed in the case of morphine, and was 
therefore quite unlikely to be granted in the case of heroin, 
the exclusion from the Dangerous Drugs Acts restrictions 


of some proprietary or selected preparations containing 


heroin. Naturally this failed, and I cannot find that any 
further effort was made. The obvious, logical, and compara- 
tively harmless expedient which would have completely 
provided all necessary safeguards, without imposing any 
really onerous duties—namely, to treat heroin on the lines 
authorized for morphine—secems never to have been put 
forward, or at any rate seriously pressed. Yet this expedient 
was so plain and natural that I had been assured months 
hefore by onr regional medical officer that it would cer- 
tainly be put into practice. Worse still, although the 
matter has been in debate for over seven months, and I 
have searched with care, | have been unable to find, during 
the whole vear 1928, among references to dangerous drugs 
in the British Medical Journal, anything which conveyed 
even a hint that heroin was to be treated in this absurd 
and invidious way. Therefore no one else had a chance 
to supplement or support the abortive efforts of the 
Association. 


I feel sure that, had the matter been properly ventilated, 


as it should have been, the result would have been very 
different. A little rousing of medical and lay opinion, with 
perhaps a question in Parliament, or a few deputations to 
candidates thereto when a general election approaches, 
would surely have corrected one of the most illogical, 
ridiculous, and, from every possible point of view, in- 
defensible pieces of mischievous grandmotherly legislation 
ever foisted upon a long-suffering profession. 

It has never been maintained, so far as I can discover, 
at any conference in connexion with dangerous drugs, that 
the present regulations as regards morphine are considered 
insufficient to bring about their purpose—namely, to prevent 
the reimportation, in form convenient for the smuggler, 


of the alkaloids of opium, into countries where efforts are 
being made to limit the output of the raw drug, to control 
the stocks of morphine held by those who dispense it, and 
to prevent its dispensing in concentration likely to produce 
habit. At any rate no change has been suggested in these 
rules. Why it should be supposed that the same regulation 
would fail, in the case of heroin, to achieve the result 
desired, has never been explained; nor has it been reyealed 
in what way such moderate restriction would contravene 
any international agreement. 

I suggest that, as this is a matter which most particu- 
larly and urgently affects rural practitioners, who must 
dispense, it be referred to that body, which never appears 
now to meet, but which achieved much useful work under 
its late chairman, the Rural Practitioners Subcommittee 
of the Insurance Acts Committee; so that steps may be 
taken, before the parliamentary election, to introduce a 
little common sense into this latest effort of the Home 
Office.—I am, ete.,

Lay Assistants in Electro-therapeutics, 

Str,—The Chartered Society of Massage and Medical Gym- 
nastics was founded in 1894, and was incorporated by Royal 
Charter in 1920. Numerous well-known and_ distinguished 
medical men are members of its council. I venture to think 
that the British Medical Association is not showing its usual 
wisdom when it seeks another basis of qualification or training. 

From my personal experience in private practice, in my 
capacity as one of the honorary medical officers of the School 
of Massage at the Royal Victoria Infirmary, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and from my knowledge of other schools at recognized medical 
centres, I may state that these people have a very good general 
education and a sound professional training. The work at the 
naval hospitals is carried out by chartered» masseuses and sick 
berth stewards who have passed the society’s examination. 

Unfortunately many medical men still, from ignorance or 
supposed cheapness, associate themselves with unqualified 
persons of the bonesetter variety. Our object as a profession 
should be to see that the general public has an efficient service 
in these matters. Are we attaining this object at present? I 
venture to say that we are not, and the fault is our own, 
because we countenance and employ the unqualified. 

There is, in my opinion, no need to set up a new diploma 
or certificate examination; we should assist the existing society 
hy supporting parliamentary or legal action to put it on the 
same footing as the dental profession. By all means devise 
a scheme to absorb suitable lay assistants of experience, but 
after a given date insist on the full course and examination. 
If we countenance any lowering of the standard of training, 
or short-cut to qualification, we are failing in our responsibility 
to the numerous students who undergo a strenuous and expen- 
sive course of education at the massage schools.—I am, etc.,

LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
A meetinGc of the London Insurance Committee was held on 
February 28th. 


. Procedure in Connexion with Appeals. 

Ii was reported that the executive of the National Association of 
Insurance Committees was penne soe the Minister of Health 
io amend the procedure in connexion with appeals to the Ministry. 
It is already provided that, where one of the parties to the appeal 
is an insurance practitioner, and the — of the insurance 
committee is that the practitioner has been guilty of negligence as 
defiaed by the regulations, the persons appointed to hear the 
appeal shall include a practitioner selected by the Minister from 
a panel. The National Association of Insurance Committees now 
asks that the tribunal shall also include a person selected by the 
Minister from a panel of representatives of insured~ persons 
nominated by the association. 


Allocation and Distribution Schemes. 

The Committee approved certain revisions of the model alloca- 
tion and distribution schemes in order to bring them into accord 
with the revised regulations, These have been the subject of 
conference with representatives of the Panel Committee, and will 
now go to the Ministry for final approval. One of the points of 
difference between the new and the old schemes is that provision 
has been made in the revised scheme which releases a practitioner 
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Naval and Military Appointments.

from the obligation to provide immediate treatment for an 
insured person who applies to him for inclusion in his list if the 
name of that person is already included in the list of a_practi- 
tioner practising in the same area. Another difference is that 
under the new scheme, in the event of a practitioner resigning 
during a quarter and nominating a successor to the practice, 
the amount of money due in respect to the praétice for the 
quarter shall be apportioned between the two practitioners on the 
basis of the number of days of the quarter during which each 
practitioner is responsible. The previous scheme provided that the 
apportionment to the succeeding practitioner should be in respect 
oF those persons only who had transferred to him, the residue 
being payable to other practitioners accepting isolated cases. 


Disciplinary Matters. 

The chairman said that one item in the report of the Medical 
Service Subcommittee was a matter of congratulation to the 
Committee, because it meant that the Ministry had at long last 
seen eye to eye with them. A case came before the Committee 
in July, 1928, when the Committee decided that there had been 
failure on the part of a practitioner to comply with the terms of 
service. The case was subsequently remitted to the Committee 
by the Ministry for consideration in connexion with the withhold- 
ing of a portion of the money payable to the Committee in 
respect of medical benefit with a view to a corresponding deduction 
being made from the remuneration of the practitioner. The Com- 
mittee decided to adhere to its decision that in this particular case 
money should not be withheld. A communication had now been 
received from the Ministry to the effect that the Minister had 
decided to take no further action. In two other cases reported 
at this meeting the Minister had withheld the sum of five pounds 
in each instance, and this amount was accordingly deducted from 
the practitioners’ remuneration. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 
At a meeting of the London Panel Committee on February 26th, 
with Dr. H. J. Carpate presiding, Dr. M. 8S. Thomson, Mr. Cecil 
A. Joll, and Dr. P. Hamill were appointed members of the 
Committee to represent the consulting staffs of medical schools. 


Deductions for Temporary Residents. 

A report on the count of the national index register and other 
matters was submitted by Dr. R. G. Chase, the representative of 
the Committee on the Distribution Committee. He said that from 
the statistics it appeared that the number of insured persons on 
the lists of London practitioners was going slowly down, owing 

rincipally to the movement of the insured population over the 

rders of the county. Thus, while London’s proportion on the 
index register had gone down from 13.308 per cent. in 1927 to 
13.277 in 1928, the proportion for Middlesex had gone up from 
3.481 in 1927 to 3.576 in the succeeding year. It appeared that 
rather heavy reductions were made from the London figures on 
account of temporary residents, insured persons on the London 
lists who were receiving treatment somewhere else. The reductions 
in the case of London _ to be twice as great as in 
Birmingham, for example. Dr. Chase added that the total amount 
for distribution for 1 was £6,191,752 for England and Wales, 
or about £150,000 more than was estimated, and just over a 

uarter of a million remained to be distributed for that year. 
The excess amount over the estimate was largely due to the 
increase of the insured population, which had gone up by, roughly, 
420,000 in 1928 as compared with 1927. 

In reply to a question as to whether any effective action could 
be taken by the Panel Committee with regard to the compara- 
tively large reduction on account of temporary residents, Dr. 
Chase pointed out that this must be a question of the practice 
of London insurance practitioners in sending insured persons away 
for change of air. 


Investigations into Alleged Excessive Prescribing. 

A deputation was appointed to discuss with representatives of 
the Ministry of Health the procedure in dealing with cases of 
alleged excessive prescribing. It was stated that the policy of the 
Committee up to now h been to examine each practitioner’s 

rescribing in detail, but that, apparently, the view of the 

inistry was that an easier and more practical method would 
be to consider the prescribing as compared with the areal average. 


Claims for Fees. 

In certain cases it was recommended, on consideration of the 
circumstances, that where a fee of one guinea for payment of an 
anaesthetist had been claimed, only half a guinea should be 
allowed, also that certain claims for payment for emergency treat- 
ment should be disallowed; in two or three instances where some 


_ question arose it was stated that the practitioners concerned were 


too busy attending patients to appear before the Committee, and 
accordingly the = were adjourned to give the practitioners an 
opportunity of defending their claim in person. 


The Distribution Scheme. 

Certain proposals agreed to by representatives of the Insurance 
and Panel Committees were brought forward for endorsement. 
These related to modifications of the allocation and distribution 
schemes. One of the new proposals was as follows : 


That if a practitioner who, owing to his having been granted 
permission to employ a permanent assistant, has been permitted to 
accept insured persons in excess of the maximum defined in this 
scheme takes such assistant into partnership, a period of six months 
shell be allowed within which period the practitioner shall. be 
ga to arrange for the reduction of his personal list to a figure 
within the permitted maximum, but that no reduction in his 
remuneration shall be made during such period by reason of the 
eet 9 his list exceeds the maximum and he is not employing an 

istan 


Dr. PartrivGE pointed oui that this provision was limited to the 
eases in which the assistant was taken into partnership: he 
thought it should be widened to cover any partner, whethed 
previously assistant or not. An amendment to this effect wag 
agreed to, and the clause was then approved.

LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEES, 
Oxrorp. 
A MEETING of practitioners on the county panel was held on 
February 12th. The annual financial statement and report of the 
Panel Committee were approved. Attention was called to the sup. 
plus of income over expenditure, and to the recommendation of the 
Panel Committee to make a contribution to the funds of medical 
charities. After discussion it was decided to devote the interest og 
the invested funds of the Panel Committee to this purpose, the sum 
to be paid over to the Charities Committee of the British Medical 
Association. The importance of obtaining records of attendances 
and mileage for statistical purposes was urged upon the meeting, 
and seven volunteers underiook the necessary oeak. The attention 
of members was called to the new regulations governing the use 
of dangerous drugs. ; 
WarwiCkSHIRE. 

Tue Warwickshire Panel and Local Medical Committee met at 
Coventry on February 28th, Dr. Hersert Matins presiding. At 
the outset the chairman referred to the loss to the insurance 
organization in Warwickshire sustained by the death of Dr. 
William Cook, who for many years had represented the Panel 
Committee at the annual conferences of Pancl Committees jp 
London. A resolution of condolence was adopted. 

Dr. J. L. Wuattey and the. Honorary Secretary reported the 
steps which had been taken as the result of an interview with 
Dr. Anderson (Deputy Medical Secretary}, as to the best method 
of obtaining volunteers to keep the practice staiistics asked for 
by headquarters. As a result of the action taken the names of 
twenty volunteers for the rural forms, and an extra fifteen for 
the urban forms, had been obtained. 

It was agreed that liver extract should be added to the speci 
list provided in the distribution schemes, and that the pelea 
of this should be — on the newly appointed Advisory Committee 
on the Definition of Drugs for Purposes of Medical Benefit. 

After a discussion as to the promotion of post-graduate study 
schemes, for which the Ministry of Health is prepared to allocate 
grants from the reserved portion of the Special Mileage Fund, it 
was decided to urge that such courses might expediently be open 
to suitable —— from urban as well as from rural areas. 

Strong condemnation of the constantly increasing burdens of the 
Dangerous Drugs Regulations was expressed, and a_ resolution 
was adopted protesting to the Insurance Acts Committee against 
the further harassing requirements incorporated in the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations which, in the opinion of the meeting, con- 
stitute a heavy and unjustifiable burden on practitioners. 

After considerable discussion of the claim of a practitioner to 
charge his insured patient for ultra-violet ray treatment, the 
committee resolved that, while in its opinion, treatment by ultra- 
violet rays involved the application of special skill and experience 
which general practitioners as a class could reasonably be expected 
to possess, it was not satisfied that the doctor in question was 
specially qualified within the meaning of paragraph 8 (5) of Part I 
of the First Schedule to the Regulations.
